Dalhousie Starts 
Legal Research 

Halifax. — (CUP) - A Legisla- 
tive Research Centre for the prov- 
ince of Nova Scotia the result of 
a co-operative effort by the Uni- 
versity Law School and the Prov- 
incial Government, well be estab- 
lished at Dalhousie. The project, 
the first ever officially undertaken 
by any Law school and' provincial 
government will be an experiment 
in legal educutioh and public serv- 
ice. 

Its purposes are, forst to provide 
law students with some experience 
ih using methods of research and 
drafting essential for effective legis- 
lation and second to make the re- 
sults of that work available to the 
Povlnce. Work done by the stu- 
dent will be the practical labora- 
tory portion of the law school 
course in Legislation. 

The plan has been endorsed by 
Premier Angus MacDonald. 



Debaters Defeat 
BofT Team on 
Decadence Issue 

Perry Meyer and Leo Stern, Mc- 
GiU debators. defeated a team re- 
presenting the Voung Men's Section 
of the Board of Trade last night. 
Speaking at St. Peter's Church In 
the Town of Mt. Royal they success- 
fully upheld the negative of the 
resolution "Resolved that we are 
becoming decadent through our re- 
liance on social security." 

The first speaker for the affirma- 
tive Mike Farrad argued that com- 
munism was today synonymous 
with decadence and that once you 
commence to go left there Is no 
turning back. Speaking In reply, 
for McGiU, Perry Meyer pointed 
out that the resolution needed de- 
finition, and that dacadencc stem- 
med from causes far removed from 
and often opposed to social security. 
Said Meyer "Social security means 
relief for indigent persons." He also 
took exception to the statement that 
Canada and thus, by inference, the 
McGiU team was decadent. 

The second affirmative speaker, 
nigaud Pelletier, maintained that 
the handouts of social security led 
to loss of innltialive and thus a 
decline in culture. 

Leo Stern, winding up the nega- 
tives case, pointed to Sweden and 
challenged the affirmative to point 
to anything decadent in Swedish 
culture. 

Said Stem: "The only decadent 
Swedes I can think of arc Greta 
Garbo and Ingrid Bergman and 
these are products of Hollywood, 
not of social security." He further 
expressed the opinion that Smorgas- 
bord is becoming an ever more 
potent force for world peace. 

The decision in favour of McGiU 
was unanimous. The judge declared 
that both McGiU speakers were 
masters of the forensic art. 

Coffee and tea were served after 
the debate.

Toronto, Ont — (CUP) — The 
Debating Club of the School of 
Practical Science recently defended 
the policy of covering Communists' 
activities in the Varsity, University 
of Toronto's student newspaper. 
The resolution 'Resolved that the 
Varsity's policy of extensive cover 
age of the Communist opinions is 
contrary to student interests was 
defeated 17-11. 

Speakers for the affirmative said 
that the small campus Labour Pro- 
gressive Party got more editorials 
and leading articles than most 
larger campus groups. On the ncg 
alive side it was pointed out that 
The Varsity was attempting to give 
both sides of the picture, so that 
the students could evaluate the sit- 
uation for themselves. 

Jack Gray, Manager Editor of 
The' Varsity, satd that while the 
Communists represented a very 
small group on the campus, they 
represented almost a billion people 
In the world today. "If we are go- 
ing to have to fight." he said, "we 
must know what these people a're 
thinking. That Is what The Varsity 
is attempting to show." 

'We will continue to present 
every side of the controversy," he 
concluded. "We have faith in the 
students and don't expect that they 
will be taken In by Communist pro- 
paganda even If we do publish it."

Municipal Gov't 
Undemocratic 



"The muncipal government In the 
city of Montreal is different .from 
any concept of democracy anyone 
might have," said Mr. Harry Bin 
der, speaking to the LPP club yes- 
terday on the subject "Communism 
and the Municipal Government." 

He said that the present system 
of municipal government in Mont- 
real with one third of the council- 
lors elected by the property own- 
ers of the city, one third by those 
who pay the water tax, and one 
third chosen by such organizations 
as the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Board of Trade, McGill University, 
and two labor unions, is undemo- 
cratic in that it docs not represent 
the people of Montreal, 88',i> of 
whom arc not property owners. 
No Real Power 

The speaker went on' to say that 
the council has no real power be- 
cause it has over It an executive 
of six men, two from each of the 
three groups mentioned, which Is 
not responsible to the council. 

Answering a question posed by 
one of the students present at the 
meeUng, Binder said that he was 
In favour of reduced car fares for 
university students. .

Prof- Brott to 
Talk on Canadian 
Composers 



Works of five Canadian compos- 
ers will be discussed tonight at an 
open meeting of the McGill Music 
Club in the Conservatory of Music, 
3450 Drummond street, at 8 o'clock 
by Prof. Alexander Brott, head of 
the string department and professor 
of violin at the conservatory. 

Prof. Brott, who organized the 
McGill String Quartet, is sche- 
duled to outline the contributions 
to Canadian music of Weinzelg, 
Adams, Tanguay, MacMillan and 
himself. His talk will be accom- 
panied by recordings of the various 
works under discussion. 

Reputed to be an authoritative 
spokesman for Canadian music, 
Prof. Brott has travelled widely in 
Europe to play the music of Cana- 
dian composers. 

In 1046, he was one of five Can- 
adian composers chosen tn repre- 
sent Canada at the Prague Music 
Festival. During the summers of 
1048 and 1040, he made concert 
tours throughout Europe, conduct- 
ing programs of Canadian music 
with noted orchestras In England. 
Holland, Switzerland, Norway and 
Sweden. 

The present concertmastcr and 
assistant conductor of Les Con- 
certs Symphonlque and The Little 
Symphony, Prof. Brott has several 
works to his credit, including three 
symphonic poems, a suite and a 
violin concerto. His symphonic 
suite, From Sea to Sea, was given 
its world premiere in 1048 by Sir 
Thomas Beecham and the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra.

The present position of labor un- 
ions in Canada's economy is the 
subject of the bill to be presented 
at the next Model Parliament 
which will be held next Wednes- 
day in the Union Ballroom at 8:15 
p.m. 

The bill reads: "Whereas. Union 
activity has become an integral 
part of our social and economic 
life, and whereas the rise of unions 
to their present position of im- 
portance necessitates a measure of 
responsibility commensured with 
their status, be it resolved: 1. 
That an affidavit of Union accounts 
be presented to the Department of 
Labor by an independent auditor. 2. 
That votes on strike action be taken 
by secret ballot. 3. That the in- 
stltuion of he closed shop be de- 
clared unlawful, hereby strengthen- 
ing the fair and equitable principle 
of the Union shop." 

The bill will be Introduced by 
Chuck Taylor, Minister of Labor 
for the Liberal Government. The 
speaker will bo Fr.

World News Report 

AlliedForceReaches 
Own Lines in Korea 



The end of the war In Korea 
looked as far away as ever last 
night. 

at a loss of an estimated 30 
per cent casualties in the Marine 
Corps and an undisclosed number 
of Army casualties, the twenty- 
five thousand man Allied force 
reached safety behind their own 
lines in North East Korea. Fight- 
ing their way through Commun- 
ist held territory, the force 
marched sixty miles in weather 
as cold as 25 below zero. More 
than 15,000 Chinese casualties 
were inflicted by the Allied force 
In their 12 day trek accounting 
for the wreckage of seven Red 
Chinese divisions which had sur- 
rounded and tried to trap them. 

Still to reach safety is an Allied 
force, some 8,000 strong, who 
must beat their way through 120 
miles of treacherous mountain 
terrain deep in enemy held North 
East Korea. 

In a statement to the press In 
Tokyo yesterday, MacArthur said 
that UN forces were "relatively 
secure" and that the enemy had 
failed in their attempt to destroy 
the UN army in. one massive 
blow. 

• * * ♦ 
Efforts to arrange a true in 
Korea bogged down yesterday at 
the UN. Indian delegates held 
two meetings with the Chinese 
Communist delegation without 
any success. U.S. sources said 
that the American government 
would not accept any cease-fire 
plan that carried any hint of a 
political deal. The Indian pro- 
posal was an Immediate cease- 
fire with the promise to the Com- 
munists of a buffer strip into 
which UN forces would not enter 
and then begin negotiations to 
end the conflict. 

In the States, President Truman 
made preparations to declare a 



"national- emergency." Leading 
Democrat and Republican offi- 
cials agreed with the President's 
proposed move which may mean 
all out mobilization and wage- 
price controls. 

Prime Minister Attlce's visit to 
Ottawa proved "very helpful" 
Prime Minister St. Laurent de- 
clared after saying farewell to 
the British leader. Details of the 
talks between Attlee and the 
Canadian cabinet remained 
secret 

❖ <» * 

Racial rioting in Singapore, all 
^yesterday, resulted in three dead 
and over a 100 wounded. One As- 
sociated Press correspondent was 
reported missing. The continuing 
rioting grew out of Moslem wrath 
over a court decision to returning 
a Moslem reared girl to her 
Dutch mother, a Roman Catholic. 
Most of the persons hurt were 
Europeans who were warned to 
remain indoors. 

* * <• 
Syngman Rhec, president of 

South Korea, again stated his 
position to any compromise sct- 

•tlcment to the Korean conflict. 

Scoring the UN for Impeding Mac- 
Arthur's plans, Rhce declared 
that he would not accept the 38th 
parallel as the border between 
Communist and Republican 
Korea. 

An Interesting comment on the 
ferocity of the conflict 'between 
North and South Koreans is seen 
in the treatment of refugees flee- 
ing the Communist onslaught and 
streaming into an already over- 
crowded Seoul, capital of South 
Korea. All Immigrants* to the city 
pass through check points de- 
signed to weed out guerrillas. 
Any man In a crowd suspected is 
immediately hauled off and, as 
one correspondent puts it, "there 
is little doubt as to what Is being 
done with them." 



dlcsel-powcrcd locomotives, it was 
revealed last night by Prof. Donald 
Mordell, director of the laboratory. 

The government will pay the cost 
of the project. The Invention is 
a new heat exchange cycle and 
if not delayed by a shortage of 
metal and other materials, the 
design should be ready by the end 
of next year, Professor Mordell 
said. 

He emphasized that it will, be 
purely an experimental engine, 
operation of which will give some 
of the answers and data needed for 
the designing of an actual gas tur- 
bine locomotive engine. 

The experimental engine will 
produce 500 horsepower, or one- 
eighth of the horsepower needed in 
a full-size locomotive engine. In 
size,, the engine will be about one- 
sixth the size of the "real thing." 

McGill was assisted in the pro 
jeet by the gift of an experimental 
gas turbine engine built by Rolls 
Roycc Ltd., In England a few years 
ago. This engine will be convert- 
ed and adapted for the experiment 
al locomotive engine. 

Professor Mordell said he expects 
that work on the actual model will 
begin almost immediately, and that 
a full-time working staff of about 
eight persons will be needed. In 
addition to the aid of students in 
the summer months. • 

Such a locomotive would prove 
an economic boon to Canadian rail- 
ways and coal mines alike, the 
Ottawa announcement stated. To 
the railways it promised a loco 
motive with a high thermal effici- 
ency at an extremely low opera- 
tional cost and to the coal mines it 
would mean the opening up of a 
valuable market outlet for the large 
quantities of slack and other coal 
for which the market had 
been dwindling rapidly. Work to- 
ward the development of such a lo- 
comotive had been recommended 
by the Dominion Coal Board. 

The main problem In the con- 
struction of the engine Is keeping 
ash out of turbine blades which 
would be chewed to pieces by such 
residue. 

"We meet this problem by heat- 
ing air indirectly through a heat 
exchanger," Prof. Mordell declared. 
"This . Involves designing an ex- 
changer which will stand up to gas 
temperatures as high as 2,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and metal tem- 
peratures between 1,400 degrees 
and 1.500 degrees Fahrenheit. We 
arc presently designing a heat ex- 
changer which we think will do the 
job."

Insurance Covers 
Acadia Students 

Wolfville. —(CUP) — Acadia stu- 
dents voted in favour of an Insur- 
ance scheme, recently, designed to 
protect them "for twenty-four hours 
each day" during the college year. 
Coverage under this scheme would 
have no limitations insofar as stu- 
dent activities are concerned. 

A majority of students also voted 
for compulsory basis for the plan 
with the premiums to paid along 
with the University fees, and in- 
dicated that half the fee should be 
paid by the college with students 
continuing to the regular medical 
service fee to the college. 

Three hundred and eighty-six 
students turned out to vote in the 
plebiscite to determine the issue 
and this marked the largest number 
of students to vote on a matter of 
student policy in recent times.

More to be Pitied Than Censured

Now that the artificial excitement created by the 
Campus elections has passed away it is an appro- 
priate time for us to reflect on the nature of our 
atudent government. It is hoped that the reader 
will tolerate the sentimental, retrospective ap- 
proach to the topic. 

When clubs and societies of extracurricular in- 
terest first formed on university campuses they 
tprang up with a spontaneity and a vitalic en- 
thusiasm which could have flowed only from the 
creative imagination of college men. Unfettered 
by the red tape of some unnecessary central or- 
ganization, heedless of annual budgets, caring little 
whether their; leaders possessed executive ability, 
they were able to pursue their diverse ends with 
a freedom and spirit which gave valuable results. 
They held a place in the students life which may 
be termed modest — fulfilling a need engendered 
by his ownlcrjeative energy but preventing these 
energies from becoming disproportionate with the 
main pursuit of university life. This modesty 
stemmed partly from a conscious intention of the 
individual student but, practically speaking, It was 
due to the fact that facilities were Inexpensive 
and not unnecessarily elaborate. For Instance, a 
Simple party with skating, dancing and a keg 
of beer has been replaced by super cxtravagan7J»s 
Involving hundreds of dollars, Imported orchestras 
ànd a veritable galaxy of circumambient com- 
mittees. Furthermore, these early clubs and 
societies had the prudence to sec the Importance 
Of keeping their activities free from the arbitrari- 
ness of official university Interference. (There 



is a good deal to be said for the excitement of 
underground activity.) 

I think all will recognize the change which has 
taken place in these extra curricular activities. 
Now each student is required to pay a set fee to 
the Student Society whether he has an interest- In 
the particular activities organized under the system 
or not. Surely this organizational and financial 
rigidity is not an end which the embryo clubs 
had ever anticipated, let alone hoped for. 

What then should be the attitude of our clubs 
and societies under these conditions? What advice 
may we give them? It is simply that they should 
enter into their activities with the vigour and 
enthusiasm of independence and originality which 
characterized their predecessors in these affairs. 
For convenience of classification they might con- 
sider our Student Executive Council to be a 
separate club, "Executives Club", or the "Pro- 
Harvard Business School Club." The members 
of this club have an obvious interest in mind when 
they join, or rather are elected. It Is to improve 
themselves In the craft of the executive or entre- 
preneur. If they appear at times to be overly 
effusive or authoritative It is only because they 
have a youthful enthusiasm to acquire the char- 
acteristics peculiar to a member of this profession. 
To become angry or to scoff at them is wrong; 
rather they arc figures to be pitied. 

The significant thing is that the clubs and 
societies must follow out the principles to which 
their several Interests lead. This was their original 
purpose in this respect they are their own author- 
ities and they have no other.

Out of the recent discussion in these columns, 
ft must have become apparent that there is a con- 
stitutional and organizational difficulty in obtaining 
a man to take charge of finances for the SEC. 
Apart from what Mr. Troop and others assert, one 
president after another has seen the need lor con- 
tinuity in this post and it has fallen upon the fin- 
ance director to find à man capable of taking over 
the responsibility. On the other hand, any election 
to the SEC should be unbiased by such considera- 
tions. But li this is the case, the successor to the 
job has only two and a half weeks to learn, which 
Is entirely insufficient. Thus annually the director 
of the finance committee will find himself facing a 
very real dilemma. 

Another point of great importance is the exact 
manner in which I got in touch with Mr. Black. 
Here are he facts: From the sring of last year 
until this November I approached no less than 15 
people who were either eligible for the job or else 
who were in a position to know people who might 
be Interested. Furthermore, In most cases 1 ap- 
preached each of these people more than twice^ 



From this search, there turned up four men who 
considered the post seriously, and in the end only 
Mr. Black was left. I never considered putting a 
notice in The Daily because I felt my enqurics 
were adequate and such ads have never been used 
Before. 

Finally, my friend Mr. Briant seems to be con- 
cerned over my statement that I felt the spirit 
around the -motion had not been violated. My 
reply is that when this motion was presented, 
several councillors asked the proponents specifical- 
ly If the motion referred to any campaigning ac- 
tivities outside pen sketches in The Dally.' The ma- 
jority of the Council were left wilh the impression 
that the proponents stated they meant only pen 
sketches in The Daily.

Pertinent Facts 

Dear Sir: 

1 would like to present some pertinent facts in 
direct connection with Jon Wheatley's letter on the 
use of Moyse Hall. Whcatley Is a member of the 
Players' Club, and he cited the recent production 
of HAY FEVER as an example. The opinions ex- 
pressed where his own, and not those of the club 
as a whole. Unfortunately however, the Players' 
Club did not dissociate itself from his writing, and 
It has been misconstrued that he was an official 
spokesman for the organization. 

Each year the Players' Club presents two major 
productions, one In Moyse Hall and the other in 
the Union Ballroom. The actual nights of these 
presentations arc adjusted by the Dates Committee 
to avoid conflicts with other campus events. This 
year the Moyse Hall play was posted as November 
23, 24, 25. A request for the use of the Hall for a 
dress rehearsal on November 22 was granted. A 
further request for an additional night (November 
21) as a technical rehearsal was refused because of 
a previous booking. The club contented itself with 
the dates that had been allotted and made the best 
of the situation. 

Two days' work had to be accomplished in the 
space of one. The necessity for a second day is 
amply Illustrated by the fact that It took almost 
six hours, from 4 p.m. to near 10 p.m., of hard work 
to prepare the stage for the actual dress rehearsal. 
The rehearsal took place, and everyone connected 
with the club was out of 'the building before the 
midnight curfew. Perhaps it was the lmporcd brevi- 
ty of the actual rehearsal that prompted Wheatley 
to write his letter, for he was a member of the cast. 
There Is no reason to doubt that an extra half 
hour or hour could have been used with real 
results. 

Considerable criticism has been levelled against 
the Players' Club In the last two years through the 
club's failure to separate Itself from articles writ- 
ten concerning It. Now such a statement Is too late, 
for the damage has been done. Our only course is 
to try to mend our reputation by making our pro- 
ductions overshadow these Incidents.

Rut as long 
as Individuals like Paul Wacker, 
former player and coach of the 
New York A.C. since 1925, keep 
plugging unselfishly to Improve 
the game, then waterpolo might 
yet be "sold" to the public. 
The New York A.C. boasts an 
imposing record. They weren't the 
first to make swimming a com- 
petitive sport in civilized areas, nor 
did they Invent the game of water- 
polo. These" honours belong to the 
British. But they did Introduce 
waterpolo to the United Stales 
around 1880, and ever since 1904 the 
New York A.C. has been "the home 
of the great, great waterpolo 
players." ' 

.i • 

Paul Wacker, veteran waterpolo 
expert, thinks that the game de- 
pends a great ileal nn the col- 
leges across the country. Paul 
lold us that "wilh the terrific set- 
up you have here, McGill Univer- 
sity should definitely play a lead- 
ing role In developing the sport 
In Canada. You know, many 
people think that only good 
swimmers can play waterpolo. 
Rut that's all wrong. It takes good 
condition and a knowledge of the 
basic fundamentals to develop a' 
good waterpolo player. Naturally 
they become good swimmers as 
time passes. I think the best way 
to develop polo here Is to organ- 
ize Intramural or Inter-fraternlty 
competition and teach them the 
three R's of walerpolo. With a 
wide range of material to choose 
from, the future of the game here 
at McGlll would he bright Indeed. 
Another thing — you should or- 
ganize the game Into a year-round 
sport. Outdoor competition in the 
summer would certainly main- 
Iain interest during the off-sea- 
son." 

When asked whether he thought 
waterpolo would ever become a 
professional sport, Paul replied, "I 
don't think so. Of course it might 
in small countries in Europe where 
waterpolo competition is more 
localized, but in the United States 
it would be hard to centralize the 
sport, especially In its present stage 
of development.'

Debaters Defeat 
B of T Team on 
Decadence Issue 

Perry Meyer and Leo Stern, Mc- 
GiU debators. defeated a team re- 
presenting the Young Men's Section 
of the Board of Trade last night. 
Speaking at St. Peter's Church in 
the Town of Mt. Royal they success- 
fully upheld the negative of the 
resolution "Resolved that we arc 
becoming decadent through our re- 
liance on social security." 

The first speaker for the affirma- 
tive Mike Farrad argued that com- 
munism was today synonymous 
with decadence and that once you 
commence to go left there is no 
turning back. Speaking in reply, 
for McGiU, Perry Meyer pointed 
out that the resolution needed de- 
finition, and that dacadencc stem- 
med from causes far removed from 
and often opposed to social security. 
Said Meyer "Social security means 
relief for indigent persons." He also 
took exception to the statement that 
Canada and thus, by inference, the 
McGiU team was decadent. 

The second affirmative speaker, 
nigaud Pelletier, maintained that 
the handouts of social security led 
to loss of innitiative and thus a 
decline in culture. 

Leo Stern, winding up the nega- 
tives case, pointed to Sweden and 
challenged the affirmative to point 
to anything decadent In Swedish 
culture. 

Said Stem: "The only decadent 
Swedes I can think of are Greta 
Garbo and Ingrid Bergman and 
these are products of Hollywood, 
not of social security." He further 
expressed the opinion that Smorgas- 
bord Is becoming an ever more 
potent force for world peace. 

The decision in favour of McGUl 
was unanimous. The judge declared 
that both McGiU speakers were 
masters of the forensic art.

and two labor unions, is undemo- 
cratic In that it does not represent 
the people of Montreal, 88% of 
whom are not properly owners.

The speaker went on' to say that 
the council has no real power be- 
cause it has over It an executive 
of six men, two from each of the 
three groups mentioned, which Is 
not responsible to the council. 

Answering a question posed by 
one of the students present at the 
meeting, Binder said that he was 
in favour of reduced car fares for 
university students. .

A Hied Force Reaches 
Own Lines in Korea 



The end of the war in Korea 
looked as far away as ever last 
night. 

at a loss of an estimated 30 
per cent casualties in the Marine 
Corps and an undisclosed number 
of Army casualties, the twenty- 
five thousand man Allied force 
reached safety behind their own 
lines in North East Korea. Fight- 
ing their way through Commun- 
ist held territory, the force 
marched sixty miles In weather 
as cold as 25 below zero. More 
than 15,000 Chinese casualties 
were Inflicted by the Allied force 
in their 12 day trek accounting 
for the wreckage of seven Red 
Chinese divisions which had sur- 
rounded and tried to trap them. 

Still to reach safety Is an Allied 
force, some 8,000 strong, who 
must beat their way through 120. 
miles of treacherous mountain 
terrain deep In enemy held North 
East Korea. 

In a statement to the press In 
Tokyo yesterday, MacArthur said 
that UN forces were "relatively 
secure" and that the enemy had 
failed in their attempt to destroy 
the UN army in. one massive 
blow. 

O •> * 
Efforts to arrange a true in 
Korea bogged down yesterday at 
the UN. Indian delegates held 
two meetings with the Chinese 
Communist delegation without 
any success. U.S. sources said 
that the American government 
would not accept any cease-fire 
plan that carried any hint of a 
political deal. The Indian pro- 
posal was an immediate cease- 
fire with the promise to the .Com- 
munists of a buffer strip into 
which UN forces would not enter 
and then begin negotiations to 
end the conflict.

In the Slates, President Truman

"national- emergency." Leading 
Democrat and Republican offi- 
cials agreed with the President's 
proposed move which may mean 
all out mobilization and wage- 
price controls.

The continuing 
riotbg grew out of Moslem wrath 
over a court decision to returning 
a Moslem reared girl to her 
Dutch mother, a Roman Catholic. 
Most of the persons hurt were 
Europeans who were warned to 
remain Indoors.

Syngman Rhcc, president of

diescl-powerod locomotives, it was 
revealed last night by Prof. Donald 
Mordell, director of the laboratory. 

Hie government will pay the cost 
of the project. The invention is 
a new heat exchange cycle and 
if not delayed by a shortage of 
metal and other materials, the 
design should be ready by the end 
of next year, Professor Mordell 
said. 

He emphasized that it will, be 
purely an experimental engine, 
operation of which will give some 
of the answers and data needed for' 
the designing of an actual gas tur- 
bine locomotive engine. 

The experimental engine will 
produce 500 horsepower, or one- 
eighth of the horsepower needed in 
a full-size locomotive engine. In 
size, the engine will be about one- 
sixth the size of the "real thing." 

McGUl was assisted in the pro- 
ject by the gift of an experimental 
gas turbine engine built by Rolls 
Roycc Ltd., In England a few years 
ago. This engine will be convert- 
ed and adapted for the experiment- 
al locomotive engine. 

Professor Mordell said he expects 
that work on the actual model will 
begin almost Immediately, and that 
a full-time working staff of about 
eight persons will be needed, in 
addition to the aid of students in 
the summer months. < 

Such a locomotive would prove 
an economic boon to Canadian rail- 
ways and coal mines alike, the 

Ottawa announcement stated. To 
the railways it promised a loco- 
motive with a high thermal effici- 
ency at an extremely low opera- 
tional cost and to the coal mines it 
would mean the opening up of a 
valuable market outlet for the large 
quantities of slack and other coal 
for which the market had 
been dwindling rapidly. Work to- 
ward the development of such a lo- 
comotive had been recommended 
by the Dominion Coal Board. 

The main problem In the con- 
struction of the engine Is keeping 
ash out of turbine blades which 
would be chewed to pieces by such 
residue. 

"We meet this problem by heat- 
ing air indirectly through a heat 
exchanger," Prof. Mordell declared. 
"This involves designing an ex- 
changer which will stand up to gas 
temperatures as high as 2.000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and metal tem- 
peratures between 1,400 degrees 
and 1.500 degrees Fahrenheit. We 
arc presently designing a heat ex- 
changer which we think will do the 
job." 



Insurance Covers 
Acadia Students 

Wolfville. —(CUP) — Acadia stu- 
dents voted In favour of an Insur- 
ance scheme, recently, designed to 
protect them "for twenty-four hours 
each day" during the college year. 
Coverage under this scheme would 
have 4io limitations insofar as stu- 
dent activities are concerned. 

A majority of students also voted 
for compulsory basis for the plan 
with the premiums to paid along 
with the University fees, and In- 
dicated that half the fee should be 
paid by the college with students 
continuing to the regular medical 
service fee to the college. 

Three hundred and eighty-six 
students turned out to vote in the 
plebiscite to determine the issue 
and this marked the largest number 
of students to vote on a matter of 
student policy in recent times.

Dr. A. E. Covington of the 
National Research Council will be 
in Montreal to speak on "The Re- 
ception of Radio Noise from the 
sun, moon, and galaxy." His talk, 
which is sponsored by The Royal 
Astronomical Society, Montreal 
centre, will be held in the Mac- 
donaid Physics Building tonight at 
8.15 p.m. 

He will speak on two broad 
fields which are apparent in radio 
astronomy. The first will concern 
the observation of radio reflections 
from meteors and the moon.

More to be Pitied Than Censured 





Now that the artificial excitement created by the 
éâmpus elections has passed away It is an appro- 
priate time for us to reflect on the nature of our- 
student government. It is hoped that the reader 
will tolerate the sentimental,- retrospective ap- 
proach to the topic. 

When clubs and societies of extracurricular in- 
terest first formed on university campuses they 
•prang up with a spontaneity and a vita lie en- 
thusiasm which could have flowed only from the 
creative Imagination of college men. Unfettered 
by the red tape of some unnecessary central or- 
ganization, heedless of annual budgets, caring little 
whether their) leaders possessed executive ability, 
they were able to pursue their diverse ends with 
a freedom and spirit which gave valuable results. 
They held a place in the students life which may 
be termed modest — fulfilling a need engendered 
by his own: creative energy but preventing these 
energies frbhi becoming disproportionate with the 
main pursuit' of university life. This modesty 
stemmed partly from a conscious intention of the 
individual student but, practically speaking, it was 
due to the fact that facilities were inexpensive 
and not unnecessarily elaborate. For instance, a 
simple party with skating, dancing and a keg 
of beer has been replaced by super extravaganzas 
involving hundreds of dollars, Imported orchestras 
ind a veritable galaxy ot circumambient com- ' 
rhlttees. Furthermore, these early clubs and 
societies had the prudence to see the Importance 
of keeping their activities free from the arbitrari- 
ness of official university interference. (There 



is a good deal to be said for the excitement of 
upderground activity.) 

I think all will recognize the change which has 
taken place 'in these extra curricular activities. 
Now each student is required to pay a set fee to 
the Student Society whether he has an interest- In 
the particular activities organized under the system 
or not. Surely this organizational and financial 
rigidity is not an end which the embryo clubs 
had ever anticipated, let alone hoped for. 

What then should be the attitude of our clubs 
and societies under these conditions? What advice 
may we give them? It Is simply that they should 
enter Into their activities with the vigour and 
enthusiasm of Independence and originality which 
characterized their predecessors In these affairs. 
For convenience of classification they might con- 
sider our Student Executive Council to be a 
separate club, "Executives Club", or the "Pre- 
Harvard Business School Club." The members 
of thls club have an obvious interest in mind when 
they join, or rather arc elected. It is to improve 
themselves in the craft of the executive or entre- 
preneur. If they appear at times to be overly 
effusive or authoritative it is only because they 
have a youthful enthusiasm to acquire the char- 
acteristics peculiar to a member of this profession. 
To become angry or to scoff at them is wrong; 
rather they are figures to be pitied. 

The significant thing is that the clubs and 
societies must follow out the principles to which 
their several Interests lead. This was .their original 
purpose In this respect they are their own author- 
ities and they have no other.

Each year the Players' Club presents two major 
productions, one in Moyse Hall and the other In 
the Union Ballroom. The actual nights of these 
presentations are adjusted by the Dates Committee 
to avoid conflicts with other campus events. This 
year the Moyse Hall play was posted as November 
23, 24, 25. A request for the use of the Hall for a 
dress rehearsal on November 22 was granted. A 
further request for an additional night (November 
21) as a technical rehearsal was refused because of 
a previous booking. The club contented itself with 
the dates that had been allotted and made the best 
of the situation. 

Two days' work had to be accomplished in the 
space of one. The necessity for a second day Is 
amply Illustrated by the fact that It took almost 
six hours, from 4 p.m. to near 10 p.m., of hard work 
to prepare the stage for the actual dress rehearsal. 
The rehearsal took place, and everyone connected 
with the club was out of 'the building before the 
midnight curfew. Perhaps it was the lmpofcd brevi- 
ty of the actual rehearsal that prompted Wheatley 
to write his letter, for he was a member of the cast.

The New York A.C. boasts an 
imposing reçoit). They weren't the 
first to make swimming a com- 
petitive sport in civilized areas, nor 
did they Invent the game of water- 
polo. These- honours belong to the 
British. But they did introduce 
waterpolo to the United Stales 
around 1880, and ever since 1004 the 
New York A.C. has been "the home 
of the great, great waterpolo 
players." - 

Taul Wacker, veteran waterpolo 
expert, thinks that the game de- 
pends a great deal on the col- 
leges across the country. Taul 
told us that "with the terrific set- 
up you have here, McGill Unlvcr- 
slty should definitely play a lead- 
ing role in developing the sport 
In Canada. You know, many 
people think that only good 
swimmers can play waterpolo. 
But that's all wrong. It takes good 
condition and a knowledge of the 
basic fundamentals to develop a' 
good waterpolo player. Naturally 
they become good swimmers as 
time passes. I think the best way 
to develop polo here is to organ- 
ize intramural or Inter-fralernlty 
competition and teach them the 
three R's of waterpolo. With a 
wide range of material to choose 
from, the future of the game here 
at McGill would be bright Indeed. 
Another thing — you should or- 
ganize the game Into a year-round 
sport. Outdoor competition in the 
summer would certainly main- 
tain interest during the off-sea- 
son." 

When asked whether he thought 
waterpolo would ever become n 
professional sport. Paul replied, "I 
don't think so. Of course It might 
In small countries in Europe where 
waterpolo competition is more 
localized, but in the United States 
It would be hard to centralize the 
sport, especially in its present stage 
of development.' 

What about the rules — arc they 
satisfactory? "Definitely not. In 
fact that is one of the main ob- 
stacles facing the sport. There are 
so many different versions and in- 
terpretations of the rules that you 
can't predict an outcome of a con- 
test in foreign water. For example, 
one year" we played at Princeton 
University and we lost a close game. 
The following week we played a 
return match in New York and 
slaughtered them 75-0. However 
there is some work being done at 
the present time to formulate a 
standard set of rules."
